The privilege of writing and recelving
letters Is greatly reatricted In the groat
majority of American stata prisons. A
few of the atates anllow free and unre-
stricted mall privileges. No prison riota
oceur in the states that grant the In-
mates the privilege of writing as manpy
letters as they desire to thelr friends afid
rolatives, The reason s slmple, for thelr
minds are occupled with wholosome and
elevating thoughts, Nothing will make a
person more morose and sullen than to
be denied the God-given lHberty of com:

munication with his loved ones and his |

own dearest friends,

When & man is sent to prison, there s

no reason why hils relatives, friends and
family should be punizhed by not belng
. allowed to hear from him. That is
* where the wrong Individual s pensalized,
Why shouldn’'t u prisoner be allowed tn
write to kia folks, telling whether he Is
nlive or dead, well or sick, miserable or
falrly content? Who suffers? You know
it 18 the folks at home.
It 1s A Ereat privilege to write letters,
rmnd it ia atlll a greater privilege to re-
celve them. Anyvone who has ever felt

the abject misery of looking for n letter |

that never comes will understand me

There I8 no reason under the blue sky
why a convict should not be allowed to
sengd out as many letters of a social na-
Lture ns he cares to buy postage stamps
for. The olject of putilng m man In
prison & two-fold; first, to protect so-
¢foty, and mecond, to make the convict
a botter man. And certalnly., breaking
off all connections with the outside
world does not make for human evolue
tion,

Every prisoner in America should be al-
lowed the full, free privilege of the
United States mall, exactly under the
same conditions that men outside enjoy

There 1s nothing In any law In the land
that says that imprisoned men shall be
«denled the maill privileges. The late
¥ibert Hubbard eays:
the prisoners o send out mall s
foollsh, valn, unnecessary rule that has
‘come @own to us from the Dark Ages.

““When a prisoner |s sentenced it should
bha for a term of sunshine, fresh air,
pimple and abundant food, and honest
work, AN this with the intent that when
uw man I given back to wsoclety he will
be an asset and not & Hability,*

And here s what J. J. Bandors, parols
clork of the Arizona state prison, mays:
“Out here In Arlzona a new system of
handling the state offenders has been
inaugurated by the present administra-
tion. Great strides have been taken In

prison reform, and the greatest of these,

from the siandpoint of the welfare of the
prisoner-which only means, in the end,
the welfars of soclety—has been the re-
moving of all restrictions from the pris-
